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RIOT police clashed with bot¬ 
tle-throwing drunken racegoers 
as violent scenes marred the 236th 
Epsom Derby, leaving one officer 
with a tooth knocked out. 

About 35,000 race-goers and so¬ 
cialites attended the two-day fes¬ 
tival at Epsom Downs Racecourse. 

Thousands more came into the 
borough throughout the week, and 
local businesses got into the festi¬ 
val spirit with specially decorated 
store fronts, panto horse races and 
other festive activities before the 
Derby itself. 

Surrey Police said that the ma¬ 
jority of visitors enjoyed a safe and 
entertaining day as three-year-old 
filly Harzand overcame a late inju¬ 
ry scare to win the marquee event. 

Up to 18,500ins of handmade 
sausage roll and 375kg of straw¬ 
berries were eaten and 740kg of 
cut fruit was used in drinks at the 
racecourse as racegoers enjoyed 
fairground rides and live music. 

But the atmosphere of the week¬ 
end was “spoiled”, according to 
Epsom Downs Racecourse, by 
11 arrests on Derby Day for offenc¬ 
es ranging from violence to drug 
possession. 

A spokesman for the racecourse 
said: “It is sad that a few people at¬ 
tending on The Hill tried to spoil it 


for fellow racegoers but our securi¬ 
ty personnel and police were quick 
to intervene and make appropriate 
arrests.” 

This figure is more than the num¬ 
ber of arrests made by Surrey Police 
- which dispatches several hundred 
officers to the Derby every year - 
in 2015 (five) and 2014 (also five) 
combined. 

A man was left with a deep cut 
to the back of his head following 
an assault at the Derby in 2015, and 
the year before two men were left 
with broken jaws following separate 
attacks. 

This year police officers wearing 
helmets and carrying shields had

to force their way 
through crowds to 
break up a group that 
appeared to be fight¬ 
ing. Footage shot on a 
mobile phone and up¬ 
loaded to Twitter shows 
bottles being thrown 
as terrified bystanders 
sprinted away from those 
involved in the brawl. 

Temporary Chief Su¬ 
perintendent Jerry West- 
erman said: “The major¬ 
ity of visitors come to 
have a good time and 
enjoy themselves and 
it is a small minority 
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who cause trouble and spoil the at¬ 
mosphere. 

“Surrey Police will not tolerate 
this kind of behaviour.” 

But Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council maintained that with the 
majority of visitors having a good 
time while in Epsom, there is a 
long-term benefit to the borough 
hosting the Derby. 

Alanna Coombes, town centres 
manager for Epsom and Ewell, 
said: “Stuck in my car heading over 
the Downs on Ladies Day evening 
with flocks of racegoers clogging 
the roads and bypassing the town, 
I could see why some residents 
might get fed up.

HISTORIC ACCUSATION: 

A man has pleaded not guilty to 
eight counts of sexual assault 
against two young girls in 
the 1970s. Peter Eden, 59, of 
Roebuck Road, Chessington, 
faces four counts of sexual 
assault, including rape and oral 
rape, against a seven-year-old 
girl. The other four, including 
two counts of oral rape, are 
against a six-year-old girl. The 
assaults allegedly took place 
in the SW19 area between May 
26, 1971, and February 15, 

1973, when Mr Eden was aged 
between 15 and 17. Mr Eden 
denied all the charges against 
him at Kingston Crown Court 
today, Wednesday, June 1. His 
trial will begin at the same court 
on October 17. 

BUSH RESCUE: A teenage girl 
had to be rescued from a haw¬ 
thorn bush after venturing into 
the undergrowth to recover her 
injured cat who had escaped 
her grasp. She became tangled 
in the bush near Hollymoor 
Lane, Epsom, at about 9.55pm, 
Tuesday. The 14-year-old girl 
was on the way back from the 
vet where her cat had under¬ 
gone an operation on its leg. 
Firefighters from Epsom fire 
station spent 20 minutes cutting 
the girl free from the bush using 
battery-powered saws and 
handsaws. The cat - described 
by firefighters as all black and 
microchipped - is still missing. 
A spokesman from Epsom fire 
station said: “We were able to 
cut the bushes away to release 
her, but she was very shaken 
because there was glass and 
spiders in there. It was like 
some sort of Disney film where 
they get tangled up in there.” 
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COUNCILLORS will vote on 
whether to publish a master- 
plan later this month that res¬ 
idents hope will encourage 
house building and protect 
the green belt in Ashtead. 

The Ashtead Neighbour¬ 
hood Forum has spent three 
years carrying out consulta¬ 
tions and drafting policies to 
develop the village’s neigh¬ 
bourhood development plan 
(NDP). 

The draft plan has been 
presented to Mole Valley 
District Council, and coun¬ 
cillors will vote on whether 
to launch an official public 
consultation on it on Tues¬ 
day, June 21. 

If this was to take place 
the plan draft would then be 
scrutinised by an independ¬ 
ent examiner and, if found 
sound, be subjected to a com¬ 
munity referendum. 

If adopted the plan would 
set out a policy framework 
for future development in 
the village for the next 10

years. This would include 
infrastructure and transport 
needs, style and size of hous¬ 
ing, and the protection of the 
Green Belt and Ashtead’s his¬ 
torical heritage. 

The (NDP) has 16 core pol¬ 
icies covering housing, the 
economy, transport, the envi¬ 
ronment, infrastructure, and 
community resources. 

These policies have been 
identified to support the fol¬ 
lowing aims: Preserve the 
character of the village; en¬ 
sure that residential devel¬ 


opment meets the needs of 
the community; maintain the 
current mix of housing siz¬ 
es; protect and enhance the 
existing shopping areas and 
pubs; protect existing sports 
facilities and green spaces; 
protect valued community 
facilities; identify future in¬ 
frastructure needs and im¬ 
provements. 

Tony Tuley, chairman of 
the Ashtead Neighbourhood 
Forum, said he was pleased 
with the plan and confident 
that it would be approved. 


He added: “We want to 
maintain the building of 
smaller homes in Ashtead. 

“This is so young people 
can get on the housing lad¬ 
der to encourage older people 
who sit in a larger house and 
want to stay in the area to 
downsize. 

“We are surrounded by 
green belt land and we want 
to keep it that way. 

“We are also fortunate to 
have a local butcher, baker 
and greengrocer as well as 
supermarket, and we want to 
maintain the local economy” 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil leader Councillor Vivi¬ 
enne Michael said: “The draft 
NDP represents an exciting 
step forward for Ashtead. 

“It gives local residents a 
great opportunity to get in¬ 
volved in shaping their own 
community’s future.” 

The Ashtead Neighbour¬ 
hood Forum’s neighbour¬ 
hood development plan was 
studied by Mole Valley Dis¬ 
trict Council’s scrutiny com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday

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JOHN MITCHELL and CRAIG RICHARD report on two men’s fight for justice after alleged abuse at hands of priests 


Men on mission over claims 
they suffered at seminary 


TWO former trainee-priests 
are determined to keep up 
the pressure on a Catholic 
missionary group to apolo¬ 
gise for alleged abuse they 
suffered as children. 

In October 2014, 11 men 
who claim to have suffered 
abuse, labelled the Mirfield 
Group, settled out of court 
with the Verona Fathers, 
now known as the Comboni 
Missionaries, over allega¬ 
tions members had sexual¬ 
ly abused them at St Peter 
Claver College in Mirfield, 
West Yorkshire during the 
1960s and 70s. 

Comboni Missionaries 
have made it clear the set¬ 
tlement is no admission the 
abuse took place, leading two 
of the alleged victims to con¬ 
tinue to campaign against 
them. 

A protest was held recent¬ 
ly at St Matthias Church in 
Worcester Park where the 
missionary group was ap¬ 
pealing for donations. 

Jim Kirby, 65, moved from 
Ireland aged 12 to join the 
school in 1963, believing he 
was about to embark on a 
“great adventure”. 


By his second year he says 
he was repeatedly abused by 
the seminary’s infirmarian 
Father Domenico Valmag- 
gia, who died in Italy in 2011. 

Mr Kirby said: “If you 
were sick and got colds or flu 
and that you had to go to see 
this particular priest [Val- 
maggia]. This guy was prolif¬ 
ic, horrible. 

“You were trapped - he 
would put you in the infir¬ 
mary for three or four days 
and he had you.” 

Mr Kirby says he reported 
the abuse towards the end of 
his fourth year in 1967, but 
says he was told to simply 
not visit the infirmary any¬ 
more. 

He said: “They didn’t know 
what to do. There was this 
attitude that you don’t bring 
scandal, you don’t scandalise 
the church.” 

Now living in Mitcham, he 
is married with two daugh¬ 
ters, but says the memories 
of Mirfield have haunted 
him. 

Kevin Scullin, 60, was 
about 10 years old when a 
Mirfield priest visited the 
Catholic school he was at¬

tending in his hometown 
Leeds for a “recruitment 
talk”. 

After joining the semi¬ 
nary, he says he was similar¬ 
ly abused by Valmaggia , but 
also recalls stories of junior 
housemaster Father John 
Pinkman lurking around 
the showers and calling the 
boys in for genital “examina¬ 
tions”. 

Father Pinkman died of a 
heart attack in South Africa 
in 1984. 

Mr Scullin said: “I par¬ 
ticularly remember one boy 
coming into the great big 
dormitory and saying ‘watch 
out, here comes pinky [Pink¬ 


man],’ who was known as 
the priest who would help 
boys in the showers. 

“It was just seen as a joke.” 

He told his mother of 
the abuse and left to join a 
Catholic grammar school 
in Leeds before eventually 
moving to south London to 
work in Croydon. 

In the early 2000s, Mr Scul¬ 
lin and Mr Kirby got togeth¬ 
er with fellow alleged vic¬ 
tims, beginning the process 
of the legal battle that saw 
the Comboni Missionaries 
pay a total of £120,000 to 11 
alleged victims. 

Mr Scullin was given 
£8,000 and Mr Kirby £10,000, 
with the missionary offering 
no admission of guilt for any 
of the claims. 

Joined by a fellow alleged 
victim, Mr Scullin and Mr 
Kirby visited evening mass 
at St Matthias Church, 
in Cheam Common Road, 
Worcester Park, on Saturday, 
April 23, and began shouting 
down a priest, who was vis¬ 
iting from the Comboni Mis¬ 
sionaries. 

A spokesman for the Com¬ 
boni Missionaries said: “It

was with great sadness and 
regret that we learned that 
allegations of historic abuse 
have been made relating to 
the junior seminary we for¬ 
merly ran. 

“We support some of the 
most unfortunate and dis¬ 
advantaged communities in 
the world and we condemn 
unreservedly any action 
which causes harm or dis¬ 
tress to others. 


“We are dismayed to 
think that suffering may 
have been caused. If that 
is the case, we are deeply 
sorry and our thoughts and 
prayers are with those who 
may have suffered, and their 
families.” 

The Comboni Missionar¬ 
ies no longer run seminaries 
in the UK and its activities 
largely consist of appealing 
for funds for global charities.

A cowboy gardener who 
scammed elderly and vulner¬ 
able victims out of thousands 
of pounds stashed away nearly 
£150,000 in offshore accounts, 
trading standards officers have 
discovered. 

Benjamin Brown, 62, formerly 
of Cox Lane, Epsom, ignored a 
court order to disclose all of his 
accounts and frantically moved 
money hidden in the Isle of Man 
to accounts held by his wife just 
months before he was jailed for 
fraud last year. 

He is currently serving a 
three-and-a-half year jail term 
after pleading guilty to eight 
counts of fraud and four counts 
of money laundering. 

He was sentenced in October. 

Using the trading name 
Greenfingers Gardening and 
Homecare Property Mainte¬ 
nance, Brown advertised servic¬ 
es including landscape garden¬ 
ing, paving and fencing. Officers 
from Buckinghamshire and Sur¬ 
rey Trading Standards began in-

vestigating Brown after receiv¬ 
ing reports of rip-off charges 
and poor quality work, and com¬ 
plaints that queries about price 
or workmanship led to threats, 
verbal abuse and aggression. In 
one case, a woman in her 90s was 
charged £24,500 for work worth 
£400. 

In the months before his sen¬ 
tencing, Brown moved £148,979 


from three offshore accounts 
based in the Isle of Man, trading 
standards officers found. 

Richard Walsh, Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Localities and Community Well¬ 
being, said: “Brown lined his 
pockets by ripping off elderly 
and vulnerable people and then 
tried to hide his ill-gotten gains 
but thanks to a painstaking in¬ 
vestigation he will now have to 
pay back customers he conned.” 

Brown was also ordered to 
pay £97,650 to 10 victims in Ep¬ 
som, Richmond, Ham, Sutton, 
Wallington, Twickenham, North 
Cheam and Carshalton at a con¬ 
fiscation order hearing at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court last month. 

Brown was found to have 
reaped £549,313 between 2006 
and 2012. 

Of the remaining cash due 
to be repaid by Brown, Buck¬ 
inghamshire and Surrey Trad¬ 
ing Standards is set to receive 
£63,000, which will be reinvested 
in protecting consumers. The 
rest will go to the Home Office.

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Get rid of Simpsons statue, 
says Homer-phobic council

Junior choir performs

A EWELL barber has 
slammed Surrey County 
Council’s attempts to make 
him move his Simpsons stat¬ 
ue as “Homer-phobic”. 

Russell Butler, 55, has 
owned the Head Shop in 
Cheam Road, Ewell - per¬ 
haps better known as the 
barber’s shop with the near¬ 
seven-foot high Homer Simp¬ 
son statue outside - for ten 
years, writes Craig Richard 

He recently received a 
letter from Surrey County 
Council asking him to move 
the statue as Homer was said 
to be an “obstruction”. 

Mr Butler said he wasn’t 
surprised to receive the 
letter, as neighbours had 
warned him that council of¬ 
ficers had been taking pic¬ 
tures of the statue. 

He said: “I was still quite 
angry about it though. 

“It is just petty and a waste 
of time. They’re Homer-pho¬ 
bic. 

“You can’t get the council 
to do the things we need, but 
they are more than happy to 
send a photographer to get 
pictures of Homer and ask 
us to move him. 

“They should sit here for 
an hour watching people 


come by with smiles on their 
faces and taking photos. 

“This just doesn’t help an¬ 
ybody” 

Mr Butler received the let¬ 
ter asking him to move Hom¬ 
er on April 22. 

In the letter, Mark Frank¬ 
lin, the council’s Local 
Highways Officer wrote: “A 
recent inspection found an 
obstruction for the Highway 
outside your business. 

“Surrey County Council 
has a legal requirement to 
ensure that pavements and 
other parts of the Highway 
remain clear for everyone. 
In particular we recognise 
those with disabilities or 
other mobility needs. 

“We would be grateful if 
you could arrange for the 
statue outside your business 
to be removed.” 

But Mr Butler argues that 
the florist who owned the 
building before he opened 
the Head Shop ten years ago 
regularly had flower dis¬ 
plays on the pavement and 
had “no problems”. 

He also argues a lamppost 
outside Bourne Beautiful, 
the beauty salon next door to 
the Head Shop, is just as ob¬ 
structive as Homer.

He said: “If (the council) 
want me to remove Homer 
they should remove their 
lamppost. 

“We have never seen a 
disabled person or a moth¬ 
er with a buggy saying they 
can’t get by 

“But the council has seen 
it - obviously it stands out - 
and thought, ‘We can’t have 
that’. 

“They should be there for 


us, not against us. They are 
not parents trying to stop us 
being naughty boys. 

“The people of Ewell like 
them. On common sense and 
fair arguments they should 
listen to us.” 

Mandy Mead from Ewell 
said her two disabled chil¬ 
dren, Daniel, six, and Steph¬ 
anie, three, both adore Hom¬ 
er, and would be sad to see 
him go. 

Daniel has ADHD global 
learning delay and speech 
and language delay, and 
Stephanie has severe hyper¬ 
mobility and scoliosis of the 
spine. 

Ms Mead said: “My daugh¬ 
ter is in a wheelchair and 
Homer always makes me 
happy - we don’t have an is¬ 
sue passing the shop while 
he is outside. 

“Both my kids get excit¬ 
ed to see Homer. They call 
out that he’s there and my 
daughter always wants to 
hug him - as well as Daniel.” 

A spokesman for Surrey 
County Council said: “Our 
main focus is on making 
sure residents can safely get 
down the street so we would 
welcome a slimmed-down 
version of Homer Simpson!” 


THE Ewell Castle Junior 
Choir sang at the Ashley 
Shopping Centre on Tuesday 
to raise money for the Epsom 
Medical Equipment Fund 
(EMEF). 

Through donations by 
passers-by in the centre, the 
young choir raised £171.05, 
all of which will go towards 
a new ultrasound scanner for 
the Epsom General Hospital. 

Members of the audience 
said they enjoyed the music, 
with comments ranging 
from appreciation of the 


choir’s musical talent to 
compliments on their ‘smart’ 
uniforms. 

“They sang just 
beautifully,” said Bess 
Harding MBE, who runs 
EMEF.

“All I can say is I’m so happy to have 
had you in my life (and) so many fun 
memories.” 

Steve Downes from Tirol in Austria 
wrote: “You were truly one of a kind. 

“I have so many fond memories of 
you - mainly to do with your extremely

sharp wit and awesome sense of hu¬ 
mour.” 

He had been found on the A24 Epsom 
Road by Mole Valley Police officers. 

Paramedics from the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service took him to 
St George’s Hospital, Tooting, but he 
died on Monday, May 24. 

Surrey Police are trying to establish 
what happened to Mr Cotteril, who 
was riding a red Honda, but would not 
elaborate further when asked whether 
he was involved in a crash or not.

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Will EU regulations spell a 
death warrant for animals?

EU regulations on conserva¬ 
tion could see wildlife cen¬ 
tres across London and the 
surrounding areas required 
to either kill or permanent¬ 
ly home animals bought to 
them such as muntjac deer 
or grey squirrels, writes 
Craig Richard. 

The EU regulation on 
invasive species was intro¬ 
duced on January 1,2015, but 
has yet to be implemented in 
the UK. 

It would require govern¬ 
ments to draw up lists of 
such animals, which in the 
UK could include species 
such as the grey squirrel, 
red-necked parakeet and 
muntjac deer and possibly 
ban centres from re-releas¬ 
ing them. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion defines invasive species 
as plants and animals intro¬ 
duced into an environment 
in which they are “not nor¬ 
mally found.” The Commis¬ 
sion adds that such species 
can have “serious negative 
consequences for their new 
environment”. 

Natural England has 
written to wildlife centres 
about the rule and warns 
that it was likely “to imple¬ 


ment changes to the way we 
licence the keeping and re¬ 
lease of these species”. 

A spokeswoman for Nat¬ 
ural England said a ban 
on re-releasing invasive 
species was “definitely a 
possibility”. 

Sanctuary bosses across 
south London and north 
Surrey are divided over the 
consequences of the new 
law. 

Richard Bentwell, head 
of government affairs at the 
Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust 
(WWT), which has a centre 
in Barnes, believes it is a 
“brilliant idea” and would 
like to see the UK govern¬ 
ment compile its own list of 
“invasive species”. 

However Simon Cowell, 
founder and chief executive 
of the Wildlife Aid Founda¬ 
tion in Leatherhead - whose 
centre is featured on Chan¬ 
nel 5’s Wildlife SOS - de¬ 
scribed the measure as “in¬ 
sane”. He believes allowing 
predators to perish would 
upset the food chain. 

Mr Cowell said: “I think 
it’s insane to tell wildlife hos¬ 
pitals they can treat them, 
but they can’t release them. 

“No animals should ever 


be in captivity 

“Every time we start to 
decide that mankind knows 
best, we have a surfeit of an¬ 
imals. 

“In the past when we have 
taken out the apex predator 
- the lynx, for example - we 
have unbalanced nature. 

“Everything in the food 
chain has its place. 

“We should be trying 
to save everything so that 


nothing gets broken.” 

But Dr Bentwell argues 
that “cross-border environ¬ 
mental problems that are 
best addressed collaborative- 
ly” and said the WWT would 
welcome the implementa¬ 
tion of the regulation. 

He said: “Invasive species 
are absolutely devastating 
for the natural environment 
in the UK. 

“They have a severe im¬ 


pact on native species and 
are very expensive. 

“The only way that we can 
properly safeguard against 
invasive species is by work¬ 
ing together. 

“It makes brilliant sense 
to have a legal basis at the 
EU level so we can stop the 
spread of invasive species 
at the border of 28 countries 
rather than just at our own 
border.” 

He added that he would 
like to see the UK govern¬ 
ment tackle the issue of 
invasive species and try to 
curb online sales, particular¬ 
ly of plants. 

Dr Bentwell said: “People 


often don’t know the damage 
they are causing, and in fact 
they’re often acting with the 
best intentions. 

“They buy and share 
nice-looking wetland plants, 
not realising that the plants 
and the bugs they’re carry¬ 
ing with them can be devas¬ 
tating for UK wildlife. 

“It causes huge damage. 

“Species that are really 
damaging are just flogged 
online. We need to see 
the Government address 
this. 

“It is hard to enforce - as is 
the case with all these online 
things, as one website goes 
down another pops up.”

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Cherry trees plan would repeat success of 1950s project

COMMUNITY-SPIRITED resi¬ 
dents are staving off their fear of 
‘living in an urban desert’ by re¬ 
peating a tree planting initiative 
that transformed their neigh¬ 
bourhood in the 1950s. 

Concerned they would lose 
more of the cherry trees lining 
Fulford Road in West Ewell, res¬ 
idents have planted six replace¬ 
ment trees to restore the street’s 
character. 

Another tree will be planted 
in the autumn and an addition¬ 
al three trees will be planted if 
given approval by Surrey County 
Council’s highways engineers. 

Nearly 40 trees were plant¬ 
ed in the neighbourhood in the 
1950s but many have been lost to 
disease, storms and traffic acci¬ 
dents, and the remainder are ap¬ 
proaching the end of their lives. 

Ruxley ward councillor Jan 
Mason donated £500 to the cause 
from her Surrey County Council 
allocation for community pro¬ 
jects, and residents donated an 
extra £1,500 for the six trees. 

Epsom and Ewell Tree Advi¬ 


sory Board chairman Mike Ford 
said: “With so many more of us 
having cars than planners ever 
envisaged when much of Epsom 
and Ewell was built, the loss of 
many front gardens to parking 
has been inevitable. 

“That makes the maintenance 
and improvement of our existing 
stock of street trees even more 
important if we’re not to end up 
living in an urban desert.” 

The board - a partnership 
between the council and volun¬ 


teers from the community to 
safeguard local trees - had been 
working with Fulford Road res¬ 
idents on the project for more 
than a year. 

Mr Ford added: “What we’ve 
achieved in Fulford Road makes 
an important point that resi¬ 
dents, in association with sup¬ 
portive councillors, can really 
make a difference when they act 
in tandem. 

“This will hopefully act as an 
inspiration for others.”

A SWIMMER used his favourite 
songs and memories of his late 
friend to fight off boredom while 
completing the first of three 
fundraising swims. 

Mickey Helps, 50, of Long- 
down Lane North, Epsom, swam 
the Strait of Gibraltar between 
Europe and Africa (12 miles) last 
month to raise funds for the Brit¬ 
ish Heart Foundation (BHF). 

He has raised more than 
£5,000 for charity so far and will 
also swim the British Channel 
(21 miles) and the Dardanelles 
Straits between Europe and Asia 
(three miles) in August. 

Swimming with his friend 
Mark Pollard, he made it from 
Gibraltar to Morocco in four 
hours and 22 minutes despite 
the choppy conditions on Satur¬ 
day, May 14. 

A keen swimmer since child¬ 
hood, Mr Helps has tackled the 
British Channel before, two 
lengths of Lake Windermere 
(21 miles) and the full length of 
Lake Zurich (17 miles) as well as 
swimming 40 miles around the 
Channel Island of Jersey. 

Mr Helps was also a keen wa¬ 
ter polo player, and it is for his 


former captain and long-time 
friend Mark Shepherd, 53, who 
died from a heart attack in Jan¬ 
uary, that he is swimming. 

He explained that he would 
concentrate on his favourite 
songs and motivational quotes 
from his friends as well as mem¬ 


ories of Mark while swimming. 

He said: “I thought about my 
mate, Mark, whose memory I’m 
doing this for. I thought about 
him a lot. That helped. It helped 
me keep my arms turning.”

The report states the 
“overall rating for this Trust 
was provided as requires 
improvement”.

The local population 
can follow the progress by 


reviewing the Integrated 
Performance Report provided 
each month by the hospital on 
its website. 

It is very sad that the trust is 
and has for many years been at 
such a big disadvantage, as far 
as staffing is concerned, due to 
the uncertainty of the future of 
both hospitals. 

The local population need 
to know that the emergency 
services will continue to be 
provided at both hospitals.

There are some activities that 
simply have to be done on a trip 
to London.

ENGLAND rugby union in¬ 
ternational Jack Clifford 
has special reason for back¬ 
ing the work of a Leather- 
head-based charity 

The 23-year-old flanker, 
who has made six appearanc¬ 
es for England and has trav¬ 
elled with the squad for the 
three-Test series in Austral¬ 
ia, has been named as patron 
for Cardiac Risk in the Young 
(CRY). 

Clifford stepped up to the 
role in memory of his friend 
and team-mate Matthew 
Cragg, who died suddenly 
from an undiagnosed heart 
condition in 2014. 

The pair had played togeth¬ 
er for Cobham’s U21 county 
cup winning sides in 2013, 
before Clifford went on to ce¬ 
ment a place at Harlequins in 
the Aviva Premiership. 

He said: “I’m very hon¬ 
oured to be a patron for CRY. 

“The work they do is amaz¬ 
ing, and so crucial, especially 
in young athletes. 

“The main reason I have 
wanted to get involved is 
after a good friend, Matt, 
passed away from a heart 
condition aged only 21, with 
no warning.” 

He added: “As a patron, I 


want to raise awareness of 
the work CRY does, espe¬ 
cially in schools and sports 
clubs, in screening young 
people involved in sport. 

“I want to do anything I 
can to lessen the chances of 
young, fit sportspeople, like 
my friend, dying from an un¬ 
known heart condition.” 


Every week in the UK, 
around 12 young people un¬ 
der the age of 35 die suddenly 
from a previously undiag¬ 
nosed heart condition, and 
80 per cent will occur with no 
prior symptoms. 

Dr Steve Cox, CRY’s chief 
executive, said: “We are priv¬ 
ileged to have Jack as our 


latest patron from the world 
of sport - particularly as he 
has such a strong and person¬ 
al reason to want to become 
involved in the work we do.”
